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GENERAL SPECIFICATIONS 



Note: Every home built is provided with specifications 
made up according to the ideas of the owner to meet 
his particular contract. The following specification is 
only general and will be varied to suit your require- 
ments. 

MASON WORK 

Excavation: Excavate for the cellar footing, walls, piers, 
etc., and do all the excavation required and as shown 
on the drawings. 

Foundation Walls : Shall be built of concrete, stone, con- 
crete blocks, or brick of width and thickness as indi- 
cated on plans. 

Mortar : All masonry shall be laid up in Portland Cement 
Mortar composed of i part of Portland Cement, 3 
parts of clean sharp sand, lime putty to cut shortness. 

Sand : Sand shall be of good quality, and free from loam 
or dirt. 

Concrete: All concrete w r ork shall be composed of 1 part 
Portland Cement, 2 parts good sharp sand, 5 parts of 
clean gravel or broken stone well mixed. 

Chimney: Shall be built of good hard burnt brick. 

Cellar Floor: Cement floor on concrete base shall be 
provided and finished smooth. 

Plastering: All inside partitions, walls, and ceilings are 
to be lathed with spruce lath, and 3 coats of plaster 
applied, and trowelled down to a smooth polished 
surface. 

CARPENTER WORK 
All headers and trimmers, and joists carrying partitions are 
to be doubled, set 2" apart and trussed with 2" x 4". There 
is to be one row of bridging to every 8 feet, and is to be 
well fitted, and put in as soon as joist are levelled, and 
spiked with two ten-penny nails at each end. 
All woodwork must be free of splits or cracks caused by 
nails. All corners of woodwork must fit closely and evenly. 
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Lumber: All framing lumber shall be sound North Caro- 
lina Pine or Spruce of the following sizes: 



Floor Joists 2"x 8" — 1 6" on centers 

Rafters 2" x 6" — 20" on centers 

Studs 2"x4" — 16" on centers 

Girders 6" x 8" 

Bridging i"x2" 

Comer Posts i"x 6" with 2x4 spiked on 

Girder Posts Iron Lally Columns 

Sills \" x 6" 

Siding / 2 / 'x6" bevelled 



Exterior Walls: All exterior walls shall be sheathed with 

Ji"x 8" pine, shiplap. 
Rough Floors: Rough flooring to be }i" x 8" pine ship- 

lap and to be laid on first and second floors. 
Building Paper: Building paper to be applied between 

sheathing and siding, and between rough and finished 

floors. 

MILLWORK 

Interior Trim: All interior trim to be white pine, cypress, 
or fir, free from knots, well seasoned, and sanded 
smooth for painting. 

Finished Floors: Shall be laved in all rooms, halls, and 
closets, as selected. 

Doors: Front door shall be thick of style and design 

as indicated on plans. Inside doors to be 1 y 2 " thick. 

Sash and Glass: All glass to be doubled thick American 
sheet glass, clear, straight, and free from blisters and 
imperfections, the contractor is to replace all broken 
and defective glass. All sash shall be of white pine, 
i fi" thick, double hung with sash cord, and proper 
sized iron weights. 

Stairs: The main stairs to conform to standard design for 
interior stairway, with newels, and moulded hand rail- 
ing, made with %" risers, 1%" treads. Cellar stairs 
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shall be built where shown on plans with treads, open 
risers, and hand rail. 

Hardware: All rough hardware necessary to complete the 
work shall be furnished. All doors shall have mortised 
locks complete with knobs. All hardware is of the 
modern brass finish. Butts 3^" x 33/2". 

PLUMBING 

This work includes the furnishing of all labor and materials 
required necessary for putting up and completing the plumb- 
ing work in a good and workmanlike manner, in accordance 
with the rules and regulations of town affecting same. After 
erection, a thorough test and certificates of approval shall 
be furnished. All pipes and fittings shall be sound, cylin- 
drical, smooth, free from cracks and holes, and other de- 
fects, and of uniform thickness. 

Drainage System: Drainage system is to meet require- 
ments of the fixtures used. Joints in cast iron pipes, 
and fittings shall be made of picked oakum and pure 
molten lead, run in one pour, and made perfectly, gas 
tight. All water supply piping throughout the house 
shall be standard weight, galvanized wrought iron 
with screws, joints and malleable iron fittings. 
Branches shall be and ^2". All fixtures except 

toilet to be piped for hot and cold water. 

Plumbing Fixtures: One 5' porcelain enameled bathtub 
with nickel plated faucets. 

One porcelain enameled lavatory with solid back and 
nickel plated faucets. 

One white porcelain enameled kitchen sink, one porce- 
lain enameled toilet set with low down porcelain tank. 
One double compartment laundry tub. 

SHEET METAL 

Flashing: Flash all valleys and chimneys well locked and 
carefully laid. Flashing to be of copper.

LEADERS and Gutters: Furnish and erect leaders and 

gutters as indicated on plans. 
Heating: As desired by the owner. 

ELECTRICAL WORK 

All labor and materials shall conform to the requirements 
of the National Board of Fire Underwriters, and to be sub- 
ject to the approval of any local departments having juris- 
diction. 

Conduit: All conduit to be B. X. Cable. 

Outlet Boxes : All outlet boxes to be black pressed steel. 

Furnish outlets in all rooms. 
Fixtures: Electric fixtures to be furnished and installed. 

PAINTING 

Interior and Exterior: All interior trim is to be thor- 
oughly cleansed of all varnish stains, finger marks, etc., 
before finishing. All nails, holes, joints, etc., shall be 
puttied up, and 2 coats of lead and oil, and 1 finish 
coat of enamel; color to be selected. 
All exterior woodwork shall receive three coats of lead 
and oil- 
All doors to receive 1 coat of stain, 1 coat of shellac, 
and 1 coat of high gloss finish.
